More negative news for hotel 
Supporters will probably be forth- 
coming this week 全 om City Attor- 
ney Thomas O Conner，according 
to Moscone. A new tenant plan is 
for the City to use some hotel tax 
funds as security for revenue 
bonds to _ purchase the hotel for 
the tenants，O'Conner has given 
Moscone oral communication that 
such a plan violates the Cali- 
fornia Constitution and Moscone 
expects a written opinion from 
O Conner this week. 


Jack Wu, vice-chairman of the 
Supervisory Board of the Chinese 
Chamber，asked Moscone abonut 
an editorial in the Samn Fran- 
cisco Chronicle that stated that 计 
the State Supreme Court rejects 
the appeal of the evictions，then 
the tenants will have to go. 
Moscone said he hoped that the 
State Supreme Court would rule 
in the tenants favor，and that the 
appeal was the last appeal to save 
the International Hotel on a bus- 
inesslike basis.” The court is being 
asked to allow the use of eminent 
domain procedures to Purchase 
the Hotel for the tenants from 
Four Seas Corporation with $1.3 
million of Community Develop- 
ment funds.

WASHINGTON 一 In a letter to 
Secretary of Defense Harold 
Brown, Sen.Spark Matsunaga (了 D- 
Hawaii) has called for the estab- 
lishment of a better Equal Em-

“TI am particularly concerned 
about the fact that the Defense 
Department and military depart- 
ments have, so far, failed to estab- 
lish separate _affirmative action 
Plans for the recruitment，hiring 
and promotion of Asian American 
military personnel and civilian 
employees; said Matsunaga.“The 
failure to address adequately the 
needs of Asian Americans in the 
armed forces and the civilian

STATISTICS 
Matsunaga，himself an Army 
veteran，cited statistics provided 
by the Army to make his point. 
“No Asian American serves in a 
rank higher than Brigadier Cen- 
eral in the Army，and there are 
only 20 full colonels; he said. 
“Only 40 Asian Americans serve 记 
the Army's highest enlisted Pay- 
grade, 正 /9, and there are only 51

U.S.Reluctant 
to Approve Japan 
Computer Sales 


TOKYO 一 The United States 
was reluctant to approve the 
planned export of three large elec- 
tronic computers to Peking by 
Hitachi Limited of Japan appar- 
ently due to fear of their possible 
use for military Purposes，said a 
newspaper article here last week. 

Quoting informed sources， 
Asahi saidq the U.S.， reserved the 
right to approve the Hitachi deal 
at a recent meeting of the Coor- 
dinating Committee for 卫 xport 
Control in Paris. The committee is 
the 15-nation body which controls 
strategic _ exports by Western Da- 
tions to Communist countries. 


Asahi said Hitachi received an 
order from China in September 
1975 for three computers valued 
at $9.4 million to be used for 
meterological research . 


It saidq the U.S. told the meet- 
ing that the Hitachi models have 
"too _ large memory capacity” as 
they are the most advanced Japan- 
ese models which can compete 
with IJBM' s 370 models. 


Alioto Hears Appeal 


on Chinatown Schools 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 At a 
meeting with Superintendent 
obert Alioto last Wednesday，Joe 


Yee of Chinese Six Companies， 


and Lawrence S$. Jue of the Chi- 
nese-American Institute of En- 
gineers,， Presented a strong appeal 
to Dr， Alioto to rebuild Carfield 
School and Sarah B. Cooper 
School. 


The appeal was backed by a 
stringent jetter to the superinten- 
dent and members of the Board of 
了 ducation outlining former Sup- 
erintendent Steven Morena's 
written commitment to rebuild 
the two elementary schools; the 
fact that Proposition A，1973 
school bonds，mandated these re- 
constructions; and the subsequent 
apparent foot-dragging by sehool 
authorities to proceed . 


FINANCED 
In a _ telephone .update，the 
dschool district's affirmative 
action officer Albert Chang，conf- 
firmed that application for $2.484 
million for reconstructing an even 


larger Carfield School has already 
gone to the mayors office. It is to 
be financed by the $30 million 
federal public works project funds 
which San Francisco has received. 
Chang expects that money by 
September or October. According 
to law，construction must start 
within 90 days after receipt. 


The new effort to save China- 
town's schools was spearheaded by 
School Board member Ben Tom. 
The resolution' on public works 


priorities (which included Car- 
field) that was approved by the 
board was introduced by Com- 
missioner Rosarrio Anaya，mayor 
George Moscones appointment to 


the board，and seconded by Ben 
Tom，who tacked on an amend- 
ment providing that $2.5 million 
Fieldqd Act money be put in reserve 
for possible reconstruction of 
Sarah  B,， Cooper. A re- 
study is underway to_ determine 
whether this latter school should

A member of his family 
told 下 ast/West that he was res- 
ponding well afterssurgery. He is 
still in the intensive care sectionof 
the hospital at press time. 

卫 yewitnesses Said a Chinese 
youth, who was a stranger to Lee， 
came into Lees Restaurant after 
midnight. After a short conversa- 
tion with Lee，the youth pulled 
out a knife from a paper bag and 
repeatedly attacked him . 

Chinese sin this communityare 
shocked by the news. Sources said 
that Lee has long advocated law 
and order in the _ community， 
which may have angered some 
criminal elements in Chinatown.

Chinese Hospital was the focal 
point of several questions at the 
meeting， which was Moscone's 
first full-scale press conference in 
the Chinatown community since 
he became mayor. Pak Hoy 
Wong，representing the hospital， 
asked Moscone to intercede with 
federal officials to aid the hospi- 
tals buildqing fund drive， David 
Low of the hospitals Building 
Committee spoke about the efforts 
to_ convert the new outpatient 
facility into a 60-bed inpatient 
center. 

Low said that a waiver of the 
cnvironmental impact report 
requirement “ would save the 
hospital six months time. Low also 
mentioned that the hospital would

Moscone indicated that he was 
open to setting up meetings with 
federal officials,，planning depart- 
ment people and Superintendent 
of Schools Robert Alioto，respect- 
ively.

PARADE 

On behalf of the Chinese 
Chamber,， pharmacist Dr. Dennis 
Wong asked for more Hotel Tax 
monies for the Chinese New Year 
activities and parade，Wong said 
that the Chamber lost 
$4,500 on the parade in 1973 and 
about $8,500 last year. The total 
deficit for last years New Year 
festivities was about  $10,000， 
according to Wong. The Chamber 
received $29,500 from the Hotel 
Tax fund last lyear，which is the 
most they have ever received, bnut 
Wong says inflation and other 
factors have pushed up the costs. 

Dr. Wong pointed out that the 
parade is internationally-known 
and brings money and tourists to 
the city. ,Moscone told the 
Chamber officials that they should 
schedule a _ meeting immediately 
with Chief Administrative Officer 
Roger Boas，who has held back 
$500,000 of the Hotel Tax Fund 
for adqditional requests. 

Other questions to Moscone 
involved street repair in China- 
town，the reconstruction of Car- 
field and Cooper schools, rezoning 
and variences by the Planning 
Department and more funding for 
ChinatownfromCommunity Dev- 
elopment funds， Moscone indica- 
ted he would support Chinatown 


”projects when they came to his 


desk from various city department 
heads，or assist the community in 
setting up meetings with the 
appropriate people. 
CRITICISM 

Meoscone was strong in his crit- 
icism of Proposition “B” and its 
Supporters who Moscone feels are 
racially motivated. He quoted one 
Proposition “B” supporter who 
said the group wants to “purify 
the _ city.” Moscone outlined his 
appointment of Asians to “no less 
than seven”city commissions,， and 
recited his support and author- 
ship of bilingual-bicultural bills 
while he was a State Senator. 
Moscone drew a clear parallel 
with Supervisor John Barbagelata 
when he said that 让” B”passes and 
让 he loses in a reelection bid in 
November, he will not bring law- 
suits or _ challenge votes- in the 
registrar's office.“Tll just support 
the mayor of the city,” he said.

freedom and no democracy on the 
mainland.”

Washington,Taipei will Remain Good 
Allies, Says Consul General Chung

SAN FRANCISCO 一 To organ- 
ize an angry and loud dqemonstra- 
tion to protest the tightening of 
Washington-Peking ties by those 
loyal to Tapei would serve no 
purpose， said Consul General 
Chung Hu-ping of the Republic of 
China last week. 

In an interview with 下 ast/ 
West, Chung said he didn't expect 
the United States to extend full 
diplomatic recognition to the 
Peoples Republic of China and 
Sever its long-standing relations 
with his own government. 

CONFIDENCE 

“ 工 have strong confidence that 
the United States and ROC will 
Iremain good allies,” he said, 
”Were good friends. We've still 
got the (mutual defense) treaty 
and diplomatic relations， Why 
should we worryp?” 

The majority of Chinese in San 
Francisco，he said，opposes the 
U.S$，attempt to normalize 
Ielations with Peking. He said that 
aposition paper presented to Chip 
Carter on a visit here June 24， 
“Tepresented the views of most 
local Chinese.” (下 /W 7/67/77). 
The position paper，submitted by 
the Chinese Six Companies，op- 
posed recognition of the PRC， 

The Consul General also cited a 
march organized by the Chinese 
Six Companies and Kuomintang 
Supporters on April 30 as an 
expression of the Chinese 
residents”PpIo-human rights and 
anti-normalization attitude.

munity has long been sharply 
divided on the issue of normaliza- 
tion， On April 30，for example， 
hundredqs of persons supporting 
normalization held a rally at 
Portsmouth Square at about the 
same time the pro-Nationalists 
marched to the Federal Build- 
ing. (E/W 5/4777) 
“UPSET” 

Chung said the normalization 
attempts would not only be 
against the interests of the United 
States，but would also_ upset the 
peace and stability of Asia，He 
Said that the Soviet Union and 
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Japan has signalled their opposi- 
tion to U.S$， recognition of the 
PRC: 

“Actually，normalization of re- 
lations” is merely a supposition,” 
Chung added. 

“If that came，it would really 
hurt America and hurt us,”he 
said, 

Despite the .diplomat from 
Taipeis confidence to the con- 
trary， the Carter administra- 
tion has repeatedly expressed its 
committment to implement the 
Shanghai Communique and work 
toward establishing full diplomat- 
ic relations with the PRC. Both 
President Carter and Secretary 
Vance said normalization of rela- 
tions with Peking was a central 
part of U.S. foreign policy. Vance 
is scheduled to visit Peking next 
month . 

FIRST 

Chung has been the Consul 
General，stationed in San Fran- 
cisco, for the past two months. It 
is the first post he has held outside 
of Taiwan， Before coming here， 
he served as Director of Tele- 
vision and Radqdio Broadcasting 
and worked in the information de- 
partment of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 口 


Albania Lashes 
Out at China 


BELCRADE, Yugoslavia 一 Al- 
bania has lashed out at her only 
friend 一 China 一 for Peking's 
intention to _ normalize relations 
with the U.S. 

“The principle that My enemy's 
enemy is my friend”cannot be 
applied when it is a matter of the 
two imperialist Superpowers，the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States，said the official paper Zeri 
T Popuwllit (Voice of the People) last 
week. 

The paper also_ attacked the 
idea that the developing countries 
of the Third World were the main 
force for socialist revolution . 

Diplomats here said Albanian 
leader Enver Hoxha's relations 
with Peking have been strained 
recently，apparently because 
Hoxha may have backed Chiang 
Ching.

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Renewed Interest in 
Investor Immigration 


By HELENY.H. HUI 

SAN FRANCISCO In the 
wake of Secretary of State CyIUS 
Vance's recent announcement that 
the United States will be con- 
solidating formal ties with the 
Peoples Republic of China，local 
representatives of the Taiwan 
business community have shown 
increased interest in imnligrating 
to America. 


Since most Taivwan business Per- 
Sons do _ not have relatives who 
could petition to qualify them as 
preference imimigrants，tbey will 
have to rely on their own invest- 
ments here， Since October 7， 
1976，_ the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service and the 
State Department have issued new 
regulations ”pertaining to the 
immigration of toreign investors. 
These are obviously more stringent 
than those in effect prior to that 
date. 


MINIMUM 

First，a foreign investor will 
have to invest capital of at least 
$40,000 ,instead of the $10,000 
minimum required ， Previously. 
The Immigration Service had pro- 
posed that the amount be 
increased to $50,000. However, in 
the face of strong Protests from 
numerous Sectors of the citizenry， 
the compromise of $40,000 was 
reached . 

The explanation for the 
reduction Was the Services ad- 
mission that $40,000 is“sufficient 
to insure adequate Protection 
from fraudulent schemes and sub- 
stantial enough to Provide for 
reasonable expectation of 
business Success of the enterprise 
in _ which the alien is making his 
investment，thus minimizing the 
likelihood that it might fail and 
blace the alien in job compPpeti- 
tion with United States woTkers. 


MANAGER 

A second change in the regula- 
tion specifies that the investor 
niust be or become“a _ principal 
manager”of the enterprise， The 
Immigration Service had proposed 
that the investor be “tphe Principal 
manager” The regulation in 
effect only requires that the in- 
vestor be a principal managerT， 
thus leaving open the possibility of 
an enterprise with more than one 
investor qualifying for imrmigrant 
Status. 

This requirement replaces the 
old requiremaent of at least one 
yearSs qualifying experience orT 
training in the field. Nevertheless， 
various Immigration Service of 看 i- 
cials have indicated that previous 
experience will be helpful in their 
determination of the “principal 
manager” requirement，and the 
bona fides of the investment 


A third change in the investor 
regulations require the foreigner 
to_establish “that the enterprise 
willemploy a person Or persons in 
the United States who are United 
States citizens or aliens lawfully 
admitted for permanent 
residence，exclusive of the alien， 
his spouse and children.” 

The explanation given for this 
requirement was that “the 
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， 
investor exemption was Dever 
intended to apply to an alien who 
was making an _ investment in an 
enterprise which would Provide 
only a_ meals of livelihood for 
himself and his family in compe- 
tition vvith citizens and perman- 
ent resident aliens having similar 
investments in like enterprises in 
this countrV.” 
AUTHORIZED 

Under the new regulations， 让 
appears- that only citizens，Per- 
manent residents， or non- 
resident aliens who have been 
authborized to work by the Immi- 
cration Service may be employed 
by the ._ enterprise to meet the 
investment requirement 

Since the “investor” quota (non- 
preference immigrant quota) for 
China-born persons has been un- 
available for over one year，many 
investors who have filed their 
application Prior to these new 
regulations have”*t been very con- 
cerned about the effect of the 
latter on their pending cases. 
Itis true that there is no formal 
Saving clause for those applica- 
tions. However，the Immigration 
Service is treating the new Pro- 
visions as inapplicable to _ the 
apDDlications filed before October

The large reptiles 一 a dozen or 
so alligators from tropical-AmerT- 
ica and eight crocodiles from 
Southeast Asia 一 are being reared 
in warm comfort provided by heat 
from the earth's interior at Ceo- 
thermal Energy Center. This is 
Dartof an experimental project, to 
find iftthe raising of alligators and 
crocodiles might be developed as a 
commercial operation in this area 
of hot springs and steam vents 
sending vapor from the earth . 

THRIVINGC 

The creatures apparently like 
the climate and are thriving. The 
alligators in the geothermal-heat- 
edenvironment are growing about 
one duarter to one third faster 
than those in their natural habitat 
in the western hemisphere，and 
the crocodiles at about the same 
rate，The reptiles are fed on fish .
